N Wednſdiy, July the 24th. His H ighnels the Nuke of Gl/owceffer, afrer 

the Ceremony. of his Birth-I1>ay was over, found himielk fiicaruwd 

and indiſpos'd the ſame Night, and the next Day He was extreamiy Sick, 

and complain'd of his. "Throat... All: Friday He was hot and Feavouriſh. 

O Saturday Morning, upon his' long a httle Blood, He thought himicif

Highneſs went this Nay very_olten to Stool ; this day a Raſhcame out on 

his Skin, which increas d the next, more Bliſters wete laid on.”

- On Moz- 


day, the Bliſters having taken effe&, and the Pulſe mending, it was thought 


probable his Highneſs might recover. - About Eleven at Night we were 
5H  alarm'd with a ſudden change, and about two Hours aiter, Natore giving

I came to wait on his Royal Highneſs J:{; the 2h, being Suxday, be- 


twixt Three and Four in the Morning. I {ound him very Feavourith, 


Hh | with a quick and low Pulſe, and a crude Urine, and was inform'd by thoſe 
l | that attended him, that He had had ſeveral Stcols that Aitermcen. He , 
ſwallow?d with cafe, and when T loolfd into Is Throat, 1 found nothing 
amiſs there. About Fight the ſame Morning I found him im a Sweat, 
and Eruptions began to appear in his Skin, which rowa'rds the 4afrernoon 
increas'd, and at Night appear'd hke a Rath. About Three in the After- 
noon He ſtrove to Vomit, and brought up a great deal of Veic'd Phlegm, 
preſently after which He had a large Stool, and had like to have fainted 
away, 
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eathing Swear, and. tae \Raſh our, till about Eleven of the Clock laſt 
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vu'd [willow noiiung:down, and dy*'d before Midnight.

{3 NX $494 the 25th. about Noon, I was fent for to attend pon his 
%../ Highnets the Duke of Glozceſter at 11 72/07, T got thither about Six 
in the Evening, where I tound his Highne!ls in Bed with a very high Fever 
upon him, his Fie'h was extream hor, a high colour in his Cheeks, with 
ieveral Erupcions upen bis Skin and Face, attended with a Raſh ; which 
nave forfie Solf.cion' that it might prove the Small-Pox : His Pulſe was 
ry Guck and Feroriſh , h's Tongue White, and his ſwallowing withour 
Pain or Gift culty 3 his Breathing by firs ſhort,. and attended with great 
Fohing ; his Urine Pale and withour Sediment,and He himſelt very Reſtleſs 
2nd excream Light headed. He had that day ſeveral Stools, and with the 
14ſt fo weaken'd, that He had Iike to have tainted away. Alter that I had 
informd my felt of the preſent Circumttances and Condition of his Diſtem- 
per, I retired with Dr. Gzbbeas, and ir. Hannes ( who were both there ) 
to conſult about his Recovery : We orderd jhim that Night a Drink, 
which _ proper- to ſuppreſs his Looleneſs, which had its etfe&t, for He 
had no Stools atterwards. His Fever was a Malignant Fever in all it's 
Symptoms, with.a Raſh attending it : We order'd him Cordial-Powders 
and Cordial-Julips to reſiſt the Maligaity ; He took a Paper of thoſe Pow- 
ders that Night, which kept him in a Breathing Sweat, and brought out 
the Raſh in a greater quantity z He had bur very little Reſt that Night 
with great ſighing and defection ot Spirits, and towards Morning complain d 
very much of his Bliſter; they-were open'din the Morning,and they were 
drawn, and Run well ; upon thz Running ofhis Bliſters He was lefs Light- 
headed.and the Raſhcame out more,ſo thatrowards Noon his Head was con- 
ſiderably better, and his Breathing irecr, which gave us ſome Encourage- 
ment at that rime to hope his Recovery : We order'd him in the Evemng 


rwo more ÞBliiters, and to continue the Method He was 1n, hopeing, bv 


the aſiftance of 'em, He would have a berter Night, and be leis Light- 
Iffated : ' But before the Bhiſters could rake place, the Malignity of the 
Ciftemper retreating {rom the Skin upon the Vital Parts, He was on a 
{adden; after a littic doſeing, taken with a fort of Convullſive Breathing, 
with a defe&t in Swallowing, and a total Deprivation of all Senſe, which 
laſted about an Hour, and fo between Twelve and One at Night he de- 
parted} this Lite. . |
